The beneficent nature ot lite and fire and 
marine insurance, when lawfully practiced, 
admits of no dispute. 

There are grave considerations that urge 
the confining of ivsurance to its legitimate 
province, beyond which it may be prosti- 
tuted into disreputable gambling. 

The laws of civilized countries encour- 
aye and license the insurance of life and 
property upon the condition that the par- 
ty or parties in whose favor a policy has 
been granted, has au insurable interest in 
the person or property at risk. A cannot 
take out a fire policy on the property of B 
if he has no fntcrest directly as an owner, 
or indirectly as creditor of the owner of 
that property. A policy issued in favor of 
A, under euch circumstances, is ab initio 
null and void.
